Bob St. Clair 


Robert Bruce St. Clair, the 11-year 
veteran of the San Francisco 
Forty Niner offensive line, boasts a 
long line of accomplishments on and 
off the football field. 

One of the fine offensive tackles of 
the National Football League, the 32- 
year old St. Clair has three times earned 
all-NFL honors. In addition, Bob has 
appeared in five Pro Bowl contests and 
has been consistently ranked with the 
best linemen in the league. 

A civic leader, St. Clair has been 
active in community affairs and politics 
for a number of years. Since 1958, Bob 
has been a member of the Daly City 
City Council and has served a term as 
Mayor of the city. One of St. Clair’s 
fellow councilmen is Joe Verducci, the 
former University of California foot- 
ball star and head football coach at 
St. Mary’s College and San Francisco 
State. 

St. Clair’s interest in community af- 
fairs is an understandable one, for Bob 
and his wife Ann are the parents of 
five children. Bob’s civic efforts have 
heen directed at making his city a better 
place to live. Bob is particularly proud 
of his efforts to beautify his city. At 
his urging, the city adopted a plan to 
plant palm trees on Daly City’s main 
street. Even more important, however, 
St. Clair has been active in increasing 
the number of parks in Daly City, not 
to mention programs aimed at improy- 
ing the general economy of the city. 

Big Bob (6-9, 265 pounds) tackles 
every job with enthusiasm, on and off 


the football field. As a Forty Niner he 
has earned the respect of foe and team- 
mate alike. He takes pride in a job well 
done, and press clippings aren’t impor- 
tant in Bob’s eye. “There’s a personal 
pride on that line,” says St. Clair, “man 
against man, a demand for respect 
from the other man and his demand 
for your respect. I take more satisfac- 
tion from congratulations across that 
line when a fellow says, ‘Bob you 
played a helluva game today.” than if 
60.000 applaud or if I see my name 
in headlines.” 

Bob’s football career began at San 
Francisco’s Polytechnic High School. 
An all-city tackle, St. Clair earned an 
athletic scholarship to the University 
of San Francisco where he played on 
the Dons’ great 1951 undefeated, un- 
tied squad which produced such pro 
performers as Ollie Matson. Gino Mar- 
chetti and Ed Brown. When USF 
dropped football after the *51 season, 
Bob transferred to Tulsa University 
where he played his final season of 
collegiate football. 

A devastating blocker and a fine 
tackler, Bob was fast enough to play 
end in college. However, when he re- 
ported to the Forty Niner camp in 
1953, St. Clair was assigned to an of- 
fensive tackle role, a position he had 
not played since high school, and he 
has been there ever since. Only a shoul- 
der separation in 1957 and an Achilles 
tendon injury in 1962 have kept Bob 
sidelined.

Youngsters Compete 


In Pass, Punt and Kick 


Competition Today 


Today is “Punt, Pass, and Kick” 
Day! 

Prior to the opening kickoff today. 
the spotlight of attention will focus on 
four boys, aged 8, 9, 10. and 11. who 
will be representing the San Franciseo 
49ers in the national “Punt, Pass, and 
Kick” competition, 

Each of the four will give a demon- 
stration of his punting, passing, and 
place-kicking ability. Their scores will 
be compared with those of other re- 
gional winners from the 14 NFL cities 
to determine eight national finalists who 
will win a trip to the White House and 
the NFL championship game in late 
December. 

Now in its third year, “Punt, Pass. 
and Kick” is co-sponsored by the Na- 
tional Football League and the Ford 
Dealers of America. 

Today’s regional competition will be 
supervised and conducted by the San 
Francisco Recreation and Park Depart- 
ment. which also conducted the local 
PP&K contests on city playgrounds last 
month. 

“Punt, Pass. and Kick” is a competi- 
tion that pits the punting, passing, and 
place-kicking skills of boys. aged 8, 9, 
10, and 11, against all other partici- 
pants of the same age throughout the 
country. Winners are named and prizes 
awarded on the local, state, regional. 
and national levels, 

In PP&K contests each boy. punts. 
passes, and place-kicks a football for 
distance and accuracy. Scoring is com- 
puted on the basis of one point for each 
foot the ball travels in the air, minus 


one point for each foot the ball lands to 
the right or left of a center line. 

The first phase of the program con- 
sists of local contests held throughout 
the country under sponsorship of Ford 
dealers. The top three winners in each 
of the four age brackets receive prizes 
in each local contest. First prize is a 
warmup jacket; second prize is a foot- 
ball helmet; and third prize is an auto- 
graphed football. 

State winners are declared on the 
basis of local scores and trophies are 
awarded to the winners. 

From the scores of local winners in 
each NFL team television area, four re- 
gional champions also are named. These 
are the boys with the highest scores in 
each of the four age brackets. Each re- 
gional champion is awarded a junior 
NFL football uniform and the right to 
compete for national honors. 

From the regional competitions, will 
emerge eight national finalists—one in 
each age group from both the Eastern 
and Western divisions of the NFL. The 
Eastern and Western finalists will then 
go on a Tour of Champions to Wash- 
ington, D.C., and will compete against 
each other for the national PP&K titles 
at the NFL Championship game. De- 
cember 29, 

“Punt. Pass, and Kick” has the en- 
dorsement of President Kennedy. In a 
letter commending the co-sponsors, the 
President stated that “programs of this 
type will enable our youth to build the 
energy and strength that are their 
American heritage.”

I: late January of 1960, in the plush 
Kenilworth Hotel on the beach in Mi- 
ami, the National Football League own- 
ers, in long and bitter conclave, finally 
reached two momentous decisions, one 
of which grew out of the other.

A third party watched the week-long 
struggle carefully, did not vote one way 
or the other and nursed his own project. 
which had nothing to do with the elec- 
tion of a commissioner. 

His forbearance was reported when 
the warring factions, weary of butting 


heads, finally made a fortuitous com- 
promise. They discarded both Gunsel 
and Leahy and settled on young (38) 
Pete Rozelle, who was general manager 
of the Los Angeles Rams and had vast 
experience in dealing with recalcitrant 
owners. Rozelle was elected on the first 
ballot after his name appeared. There 
had been twenty-three ballots during the 
week of argument. 

Now Halas made his move. He got 
Dallas and Minneanvolis-St. Paul ad- 
mitted as new members, Dallas to begin 
operation in 1960 and Minneapolis-St. 
Paul in 1961. 

The putative owners of the Dallas 
franchise had spent the long week of 
argument waiting to learn their fate. 
They had wandered restlessly from lob- 
by to bar to pool to beach and back 
again. Texas E. Schramm, already hired 
as general manager, and a high-strung. 
restless man, lost five pounds during the 
week.

“They moved into our territory in 
New York and Los Angeles and San 
Francisco,” answered Rozelle. in one of 
his first public statements as NFL com- 
missioner. “Why shouldn’t we be al- 
lowed to move into Dallas?” 

Lamar Hunt. owner of the rival Dal- 
las Texans and founder of the AFL, had

an answer for that. 

“It’s not the same at all,” he said. “In 
our case it’s just like a little dog going 
into the big back yard of a big dog. But 
in their case it’s the big do» going into 
the little back yard and asking the little 
bitty dog if there’s not room for him. 
It’s the size of the back yard that 
counts.” 

Hunt and the owners of the Cowboys 
then proceeded to put on a whale of a 
dog fight over possession of a back yard 
which seemed, for two years. to be too 
small for one dog of any size. 

The populace of Dallas, in the first 
year the two teams battled for attend- 
ance, regarded the pair with equal bore- 
dom. Schramm had been trained in one 
of the best pro football schools in the 
country as assistant to Dan Reeves, 
president of the Los Angeles Rams, but 
he found that running a last-place club 
was a far cry from operating a team 
like the Rams. Nevertheless, he set about 
building for the future with a dogged. 
if sometimes almost hopeless. persist- 
ence. The Cowboys, coming into the 
NFL after the completion of the 1960 
draft, had no chance to pick players 
from the crop of 1959 college seniors. 
The older clubs in the league made some 
of their players available to them for 
draft, but these were often has beens or 
never weres. 

Tom Landry, the young brilliant, 
coach hired from the New York Giants 
to run the club on the field, found him- 
self equipped with a ragtag, bobtail as- 
sortment of players. He decided to do 
as much as he could to provide Dallas 
fans with an exciting offense and let de- 
fense, the core of a championship team, 
go by the boards temporarily. 

“T figured we were hound to lose.” he 
said. “If we could score a little while 
we were losine, maybe we could make 
some friends.” 

As was expected, the Cowboys fin- 
ished last in their maiden season and 
did not win a game. Even Landry, as 
capable as he proved to be, could not 
make a silk purse out of his collection of 
sow’s ears. 

Schramm had. meanwhile. insialled 
Gil Brandt as talent scout to locate the 
best of the college seniors, using a sys- 
tem based on the best in the league— 
that of the Rams. The system bezan to 
pay off in 1961, when the Cowboys. for 
the first time, participated in the annual 
draft. 

Their first draft choice became a 
steady and more than competent per- 
former. He was Bob Lilly, a giant (6-4. 
251 pounds) end from Texas Christian. 
The scouting system also turned up 
Amos March, who was not picked by

any club, He became a fine fullback for 
the Cowboys. Another first-line Cowboy 
running back, Don Perkins. was also 
located and reported in 1960, but 
missed all of that season because of a 
chronic foot ailment. 

The Cowboys, fortunately, had two 
fine quarterbacks—Eddie LeBaron, the 
tiny veteran obtained from the Wash- 
ington Redskins. and Don Meredith. 
who had played at Southern Methodist 
and who was rated by most scouts as 
certain to become a star in pro football. 

The 1961 season began auspiciously. 
The Cowboys beat the Pittsburgh Steel- 
ers, 27-24. in their first game, then 
whipped an even newer team. the Min- 
nesota Vikings, 21-7, in their second. 
They won four games in their second 
season, one of them against the mighty 
and long-established New York Giants. 

Dallas fans. who had first favored the 
AFL Texans, seemed to turn toward the 
Cowboys in 1961. 

The losses for both teams were astro- 
nomical. The AFL filed suit on antitrust 
charges against the NFL, using the sit- 
uation in Dallas as one of the major 
points in their allegations. The suit was 
lost on all counts, then appealed, but it 
had little effect on the battle to the death 
going on in Dallas. 

Landry, by 1962 going into his third 
year as the head coach of the Cowboys, 
had improved his team bit by bit. Tt was 
a long way from being a contender, but 
now he could begin to spend some time 
on his first love, defense. The third sea- 
son began almost as well as the second. 

Amos Marsh as fullback. Don Per- 
kins at half and Frank Clarke. an end 
picked up from the Cleveland Browns 
in a trade. had developed rapidly. The 
defense was beginning to learn the ma- 
neuvers carefully and perfectly planned 
by Landry and the team seemed to grow 
in confidence through the pre-season 
games. 

Landry tried something new. He had 
always been a believer in Paul Brown’s 
system of messenger guards. but he felt 
it could be improved upon. With two 
fine quarterbacks in Meredith and Le- 
Baron. he decided that instead of shut- 
tling guards in and out of a game to call 
plays. he would shuttle quarterbacks. 
The system was an instant success. 

“Tt gives you the opportunity to dis- 
cuss what happened on the previous 
play and what to expect on the next with 
the quarterback,” Landry said, “The 
quarterback standing with you on the 
sidelines knows what play is being 
called on the field. If it fails to work, he 
knows why. Sometimes a quarterback 
may call a play which fails simply be- 
cause of a blown assignment or a break-

down in the blocking. If he stays on the 
field, he may not realize this and he may 
junk a perfectly good play when it 
would work, with good blocking. If he’s 
on the sideline with me, he realizes 
this.” 

The system also provided invaluable 
experience for Meredith, who got a 
good deal of game action without the 
responsibility for the whole game rest- 
ing on his shoulders. 

“T think I’ve learned a lot,” Meredith 
said. “Landry’s a genius. He knows just 
what he wants to do and just how he 
wants to do it. Not many people do.” 

LeBaron, who is one of the smartest 
quarterbacks in the league and who is 
in his thirteenth year at this position. 
has endorsed the system [or another 
reason. 

“Its hard to have a bad day in this 
system,” he said. “Some days. if you're 
in all by yourself, you get into a bad 
pattern or things go wrong and it’s im- 
possible to start over again. With this 
system, if you start going off, Landry’s 
there to put you back on the right 
track.” 

After the eighth game of the 1962 
season, the Cowboys still had an outside 
chance in the league race. They faced 
the Giants. the division leaders. in the 
Cotton Bowl. A victory would leave 
Dallas only a half-game out of first. The 
Cowboys had just come home after a 
convincing victory over the Steelers in 
Pittsburgh. 

“This game tells it,’ Schramm said 
before the kickoff. “If we don’t do over 
30.000. Dallas doesn’t want pro foot- 
ball.” 

The Dallas Texans, leading the West- 
ern Division of the AFL, had played na- 
tural rivals the week before in the 
Houston Oilers, the Eastern Division 
leaders. The crowd had been 29.000 for 
the most attractive game possible in the 
AFL. 

Over 45,000 turned out for the Cow- 
boys-Giants game, Unfortunately. early 
in the game. LeBaron injured his 
Achilles’ tendon and was forced to 
leave. The Giants. intent on locking up 
the division championship, handed the 
Cowboys their worst defeat of the sea- 
son, The Cowboys finished the 1962 
respectably, even though LeBaron was 
out for most of the rest of the games. 

LeBaron, associated with club owner 
Bedford Wynne in Wynne’s law office. 
planned to play again in 1963. The Cow- 
hoys picked up one of the best college 
quarterbacks in the 1962 draft in giant 
Sonny Gibbs of Texas Christian. The 
future looked bright.
